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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on a PCT 
application filed in France on 72/2002. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed 
a certified copy of the foreign application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "complementary air 
outlet," a differential lock system, and movement take-off system must be shown or the 
feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). The "complementary air outlet" may already be 
shown, but from the specification it is not clear what this means within the claims. No 
new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
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Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
amendment to the specification there is a blank regarding the concurrently filed US 
application. The examiner has found the application and suggests the applicants 
amend the specification to add identification to the concurrent application. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

4. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 3, 5-6, and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 3 and 5 are indefinite in the recitation of "supplementary air outlet," which 
is considered a double inclusion. Claim 6 is indefinite due to its dependency from claim 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO 
00/07863, of which Hilberer (US 6,540,308) is the English equivalent. Regarding the 
claims, Hilberer discloses having air inlet (20), outlets to service brakes (k1, k2), 
supplementary outlet to a parking brake (FBA) controlled by electro pneumatic 
components (8, 8a), removable drier cartridge (10), complementary outlet (K4) with 
associated electro pneumatic components (9, 9a), and an electronic command and 
control unit (25). 

Double Patenting 

9. Claims 1-1 1 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of 
copending Application No. 10/757,061 (Notice of Allowance sent 4/9/2007). Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the claims of the current application contain all the subject matter within the 
claims of the co-pending application. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented.
